DxePLy ſenſible of the Bleſſings we enjoy under Your Majeſty's 
Government, we defire to expreſs our Satisfaction and Gratitude, that 
in the Exerciſe of the Powers veſted in You by the Conſtitution, 
Your Majeſty has been graciouſly pleaſed to recur to the Senſe of 
Your People at a Conjuncture when the Situation of publick Affairs 
called loudly for that Exertion.
